The Phenix Park Car Races : 


Should a Car be laid up in Winter : Ways of Defeating 


the Increased Cost of Petrol. 
———— 


_ very flattering measure of support 
which the first car races organised by 
the Irish Racing Club, and held in 
Pheenix Park last Saturday afternoon, 
attracted, indicates beyond question that 
there is in Dublin a far bigger demand for 
this type of car racing than for inter- 
national fixtures similar to those of the’ 
Tourist Trophy Races and other events. 
No doubt, the organising of international] 
contests would cast a kind of halo over 
the club, but, having been organised to 
provide sport that will interest Irish 
drivers and Irish spectators, and having 
now learned what the Irish public appre- 
ciate, it would, after such a successful 
initial effort, be foolhardy for them—at 
all events, for the next couple of years— 
to launch out as organisers of inter- 
national races. Better far that Dublin 
should be treated to an annual meeting 
similar to that held last Saturday than 
to a bigger event, the cost of organising 
which and the prizes would very probably 
make it possible to hold only at long 
intervals. 


OPPORTUNITIES THAT THE RACE 
OFFERED. 

Last Saturday’s programme provided 
the first road race in Ireland which offered 
an opportunity to young, inexperienced 
drivers of testing their mettle as 
pilots. The entry fee was low, and the 
distance of the course such that any 
entrant had an excellent opportunity of 
finishing without doing any injury to his 
car. 

That the opportunity was appreciated 
was manifest from the very fine entry, the 
interesting contests, and the unexpectedly 
large support that the events received from 
the public Since the races many sugges- 
tions have been received by the club. One 
is that next year an amateur road race of 
200 miles should be run. Another comes 
from Mr. J. F. Field, of Southport, who, 
it will be remembered, was not permitted 
to compete, as his car was a single-seater, 
but who, not to disappoint the spectators, 
ave an exhibition run during the race. 
Ho has written to the club telling 
them they are one of the finest bodies ot 
sportsmen in the world, and asks for con- 
sideration of the proposal that next year 
single-seater cars should be allowed to 
compete; that the club should run two 
events on the same lines as those of this 
year, and if these turned out a success the 
club should then consider the revival of 
an International Grand Prix in 1934. 
These suggestions, with others, will be 
considered by the club, who will seek the 
advice of the leading Irish drivers. Before 
leaving the races it is of interest ta 
mention that the hon. secretary of the 
club, Mr. Harold Brown, has spent a 
great deal of his time since Monday last 
in sending out application forms to those 
se have applied íor membership of the 
club.

SOME REASONS WHY IT SHOULDN'T. 

Motorists who have had to do without 
the use of their car for even a few days 
while repairs are being done to it know 
how difficult it is for them to accustom 
themselves to other methods of travel, how 
slow these forms of transport seem to be, 
and the great waste of time that results 
when they have bas get about on foot, 
in tram or in ‘bus. In addition, the 
advantages, and pleasures, too, that a car 
confers in winter time must not be over- 
looked when considering the laying up of 
one’s car. For instance, what a comfort 
it 18 to be able on a wet. winter morning 
to leave the breakfast room, step into one’s 
car and get to one’s place of business 
without enduring the discomforts of rain, 
crowded trams or buses, damp clothes and 
possibly wet feet. Again, take the visit to 
a theatre, a picture house, or to a friend’s 
house, on a cold and wet and dark winter 
evening. Is it not a great godsend to have 
a car at one’s disposal on such occasions / 
These are a few points that the hard-hit 
motorist should consider before deciding 
to lay up his car, and when he has given 
them thought he will probably think that 
as against the amount that he would save 
in laying it up for some months it would 
be more economical for him to ensure the 
comfort and possibly the health of him. 
self and his family by keeping his vehicle 
on the road during the winter. I mentioned 
pleasure. Though our winters are generally 
for the most part mild and muggy, 
there are frequent bright intervals, and 
what a great respite and tonic it is for 
the man or woman who is confined in an 
office or study for six out of the seven 
days of the week to be able to get away 
from the smoky atmosphere of the city 
and enjoy the bracing atmosphere. of a 
fine winter day in the picturesque 
mountains and valleys which abound in 
the vicinity of Dublin. 

HOW TO ECONOMISE FUEL. 

If the following suggestions, which are 
the result of a survey of fuel economy 
made by engineers of a well-known motor 
pompany, are adopted they will make the 
burdens of motorists lighter in that a gain 
of from two to five miles per gallon of 
petrol can be effected if the motorist pays 
strict attention to the elements that gover! 
fuel consumption. Most of these things 
are obvious, but many of them are moe 
often than not overlooked. When standiuz 
or waiting for the traffic signal to prococd 
do not race the engine, but keep it ticking 
over, and when a delay is made for any- 
thing over a minute’s duration stop the 
engine. High speed means big petro! 
consumption. Therefore, do not drive a: 
excessive speed unless occasion demands 
it. When starting keep a close eye on the 
choke, and never drive with the choxs out 
for a moment longer than is necestary. 
See that the brakes do not drag, to find 
out which, jack up each pair of wheels. 
turn them round and the defect will be-

Ghe .Anonumous .Author. 


A friend of mine, who reviews books 
occasionally, has a grievance for which, I 
suppose, there is some justification. Un- 
known authors, he says, ought to be com- 
pelle ! to put their full Christian names on 
their books, instead of initials, so that the 
reviewer will at least have a sporting 
chance to know whether he is writing 
about a man or a woman.- There was a 
time, I suppose, when one could have told 
whether an anonymous book was written 
by a man or a woman after reading the 
first page or two, but since Mary Ann 
Evans became George Eliot many women 
have written gounder a masculine 
pseudonym without detection. Miss 
tichardson, as Henry Handel Richardson, 
and Miss Marjorie Bowen in our own day 
have proved definitely that the critics can- 
not always distinguish the sex of an 
author, and now, I imagine, reviewers are 
inclined to look upon an unknown author 
whose initials alone appear on the book 
with suspicion. This uncertainty about 
the sex of an author may cause the reader 
some trouble at times. I have heard 
about a man who brought home a book 
and told his wife that the man who had 
written it knew more about women than 
he had thought possible. His wife read 
the book, and when he came home on the 
following evening they discussed it from 
every standpoint. Afterwards she pro- 
duced a copy of a woman’s magazine and 
said: ' Here is a photograph of that 
author taken with her husband in their 


garden,’ | 
Back to Raw Aaterial. 


Few people, I suppose, could give an 
immediately accurate answer to the ques- 
tion: ‘‘ What becomes of all the old motor 
cars?’’ Some light is thrown on the 
matter by the recent statement of the 
United States Department of Commerce. 
The old motor cars of America, at all 
events, become raw material for world 
wide uses when they are worn out. From 
the information gathered it appears that

In Canadian 
forests and along the rivers of China the 
sound of still excellent engines can be 
heard furnishing power to portable saw 
mills on land and to sampans on the 
water. 


Che Midleton Request. 


An Trish visitor to Warwickshire was 
much impressed by the quiet and the 
peacefulness of the little village of Midle 
ton, even in these days of motor traffic, 
when the London road, two or three miles 
away, hums with cars and with. "buses. 
The roads about the little place are so 
narrow and so winding that most of the 
traffic gives it a wide berth, though a 
certain number of people “find their way 
there, in order to visit the beautiful little 
church with its ‘seventeeenth ‘century 
monuments and inscriptions. 

One of Midleton’s most treasured posses. 
sions is the monument in the church, bear- 
ing the names of Samuél and Benjamin 
White. These two young men were riding 
through the village; when they saw a child 
crying, and discovered that she was 
hungry. They gave her a shilling, and 
then they set aside a sum of money that 
has provided every child in Midleton with 
a shilling on Easter Monday every year. 
“ Wasn’t it nice of them? ” a mother said, 
complacently, and a small ‘child, who 
shared the bounty of those seventeenth 
century travellers, nodded vigorously. It 
seemed to the stranger that the children of 


Midleton must look at the two stone busts 


with real friendliness, Sunday after Sun- 
day, while they long for Easter Sunday, 
and make plans for the best way in which 
to spend a shilling) The monument is 
dated 1688. 


‘WCidleton Church. 


The tomb. of a knight. who died in the 
year 1638 is made more interesting still 
by the presence of a mailed glove: and a 
rather battered visor. ‘These were found, 
comparatively recently, in the lake near 
at hand, and further investigations 
brought to light the skeletons of a man 
and of a horse. These were believed to 
belong to a knight who was returning 
from the field of Bosworth and to his 
steed; and the glove and visor now hang 
in the little church of reddish stone. 
High up, on the wall of the belfry, just 
beside the dangling rope, there is an 
inscription, signed, in the year 1782, by 
J. Hall, clerk:— 

“All ye ringers, this do ye mark, 

He who throws a groat to the clerk, 

If with hat on or spur you should ring, 

You must pay twopence for that same 
thing : 

And any oath taken, you do one shilling 


pay, i 
Or expelled from the belfry without any 


delay.”

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‘WIRELESS EXHIBITION 
AND IMPORT DUTIES. 


EFFECT OF THE TAX ON 
LEAFLETS. 

MPORT duties on wireless sets and their 

| vomponents and on printed matter have 

had their effect in reducing attendances 
at the Wireless Exhibition which is being 
held’ at the Mansion House, Dublin, this 
week. Wednesday's attendance was up to 
the average for a third day, as compared 
with former years, but both on Monday and 
Tuesday the attendance fell short of normal. 

‘Quite a number of would-be exhibitors 
were prevented by the duties from sending 
exhibits.’’ an official of the exhibition told an 
Irish Times reporter yesterday. “Then there 
was a suggestion that the taxes would be 
remitted, and some people held back in the 
hope that that would materialise, Apart from 
the taxes on wireless sets and parts there is 
the tax on printed matter, which has affected 
us considerably. 

“The attendance is lower than it would 
otherwise have been because we have had to 
keep children out. In the ordinary way, 
school-children come and collect all the 
leaflets they can get from the various stalls, 
and nobody objects to that so long as the 
leaflets go home to their parents, Now, how- 
ever. the leaflets are too expensive to be dis- 
persed indiscriminately. One exhibitor told 
me that he had paid £5 duty on his litera- 
ture 
‘“A result of the duty is that exhibitors 
get smaller quantities of leaflets printed, with 
a consequent increase in charges in relation 
to the number of leaflets. This, of course. 
does not help in making the exhibition a 
success.”’ 

Despite this, however, many exhibitors yes- 
terday reported that business generally dur- 
ing the exhibition had been better than they 
had expected, and a good deal of business 
had heen done. The exhibition, which closes 
to-morrow night, includes many notable 
features. 

During the first three days one thousand 
people have attended the wireless grama- 
phone concerts which are being given every 
afternoon and evening in the salon of Messrs. 
Pim Bros. These recitals, which are under 
the direction of Mr. Leslie Burgess, of the 
Gramophone Co., Itd., London, present a 
delightfully varied programme of vocal and 
instrumental selections on “His Master’s 
Voice” records. Messrs. Pim Bros. also 
have a stall in the Round Room, the only 
stall at which the well-known Murphy 
sets are exhibited, while they also show 
““H.M.V.” and Columbia apparatus. 

Many inquiries are being made at the stall 
of Messrs. G. A. Brittain, the sole importers 
in the Free State of the Atwater Kent 
Radio. The complete exhibit includes a 
chassis and a full selection of Atwater Kent 
models, one  battery-driven and the, others 
electrical. A notable feature is the ten-valve 
superheterodyne, which uses the new two- 
and-a-half volt valves, capable of getting 
most distant stations during daylight hours.

PLACED ON FAMOUS 
NOVELIST’S KNEE. 


A correspondent of 7 Áe TJ'wnes writes :— 
““On the one hundredth anniversary of the 
death of Sir Walter Scott great interest must 
arise from the fact that to Miss Katherine 
Plunket belongs the proud distinction of being 
the only person alive who has cunversed with 
the Wizard of the North. 

“ Miss Plunket was born on November 22, 
1820, and the incident of her meeting with 
Sir Walter Scott is described in Mr. W. Forbes 
Gray's interesting book, ‘Five Score. A 
group of Famous Centenarians.’ It is there 
recorded that ‘in the summer of 1825 Scott, 
accompanied by his daughter, Anne, and his 
son-in-law, John Gibson Lockhart, spent a 
holiday in Ireland. For a portion of the time 
they were the guests of the centenarians 
rrandfather, the first Lord Plunket, at Old 
Jonnaught, Bray. Miss Plunket, who 
was theu five years oí age, was staying with 
her grandfathér, and clearly remembers being 
brought from the nursery and placed on 
Scott's knee. As this incident occurred in

HOUSES. 


ARE THEY FIT FOR 
HABITATION ?

N experienced valuer gave it as his 

A opinion yesterday that there is not one 

house in the Hanover street area of 
Dublin City fit for human habitation. 

The valuer was Mr, Arthur Taylor, who 
was giving evidence before the Local Govern- 
ment inquiry into the application of the Dub- 
lin Corporation to acquire sites at Hanover 
street, Mary’s lane and Annamoe road, for 
the purpose of clearing thera to make room 
for the erection of houses and flats equipped 
with proper facilities and sanitation. 

Mr. Taylor told Mr. D. J. Hickie, the 
inspector, that there was not a single house 
in the Hanover street area in which people 
should. be allowed to live. Taking boss 
at, random, he found that the basement of 
one was subject to flooding, sometimes to a 
depth of 15 inches; in another the walls 
were twisted and out of line, while a third 
was infested with vermin. All the: houses 
were in such a state that unless an unreason- 
able sum were expended on them they could 
not be made proper for habitation. 

In reply to Mr. Lavery, K.C., witness said 
oe the value of the property was virtually 
nil. 

Mr, Lavery—Are you aware that an archi- 
tect. has reported on one house that it is 
sound and in plumb? 

Mr. Taglor~to spite of any evidence I will 
stick to what I have said. 

Dr. Russell asked to be allowed to correct 
an impression which might have been formed 
from his evidence on the previous day. His 
evidence, he said, dealt with the death-rate 
in the city a year ago in connection with an 
unhealthy area, as compared with 'an area 
that had been cleared and built upon.. He 
had intended. to convey that the death-rate 
in the cleared areas, where fresh, healthy 
houses had been provided, was 50 per cent. 
less than in the unhealthy area, That remark 
applied to Bride street, Patrick. street and 
other places, where old houses had been 
demolished and replaced. He was making a 
comparison between the cleared areas and 
the unsanitary areas of the city, and had not 
wished to blacken the Hanover street area. 

Mr. J. A. Costello, K.C., who appeared for 
parties affected by the Corporatior.’s applica- 
tion, said that there was general sympathy 
with the Corporation’s schemes to wipe out 
the slums. They had been challenged by Mr. 
Kelly to put forward constructive proposals. 
If the C rporation had sought to clear the 
area under the Act, instead of declaring the 
area a clearance area, and had given the 
owners reasonable compensation, the case 
against the scheme would have been less 
strong than it was now. The scheme ought 
not to be carried out by confiscating property. 
It comprised not only the clearance area, but 
premises in the vicini’,, and the Corporation 
should show that th--e premises were really 
necessary for its purpose. No evidence had 
been given to prove that, and upcn that 
grease alone the scheme should be turned 

own. 


COMPENSATION FOR QWNERS. 

The procedure adopted was not fair, unless 
compensation were given to the owner who 
had the only licensed house—and a valuab!e 
one—in that area. If that house were taken, 
as proposed, his client and her two children 
would be deprived of their means of liveli- 
hood, and the custom of the house would go 
elsewhcre. No evidence but general state- 
ments had been given that the houses were 
un..t fcr occupation. If they were unfit, then 
the Corporation should have done its duty 
twelve months ago, and ordered them to be 
closed. In the circumstances, he asked the 
Inspector to refuse his approval of the 
scheme. 

Mrs. O'Donohue, the owner of No. 59 and 
60 Sandwith street and Nos. 1 to 6 Sandwith 
place, gave evidence about her business, and 
stated that the houses had been tenanted and 
the tenants were satisfied. 

Mr. George B. Sheridan, an architect, said 
the premises were fit íor habitation. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., representing other 
occupiers and lessees, stressed the point made 
by Mr. Costello—that no evidence had been 
brought * ‘ward to justify the acquisition of 
the area in question. He sugyested that 
there was an explanation for the Corporation’s 
silence. The Act under which the Corpora- 
tion was proceeding gave it power to estab- 
lish a clearance area Mollaí all the houses 
in it were insanitary, and to acquire 
certain lots adjoining if they were 
necessary to open up the are and, 
so to speak, round off their scheme. 
What was really happening was that the 
Corporation was seeking to acquire a building 
site, not under the appropriate statute, but 
under their drastic powers to secure demoli- 
tion by whicn they hoped to acquire the 
sites in question at the expense of the pro- 
perty owners. Town-planning was an 
admirable thing, but not at the expense of 
property owners. Was it that the Corpora- 
tion thought to erect a transporter bridge and 
wished to widen Sandwith street into a main 
thoroughfare right down to Pearse street at 
the PR's of the property owners? 

Mr. P. J. Munden, architect, gave evidence 
about the condition of certain houses in 
ifanover street, and said that the ones in 
the corner block were good. Portion of the 
property required to 5 ut into repair; 
otherwise it was in good FE cow and condition. 
There was no justification for saying that 
the Fe was unfit for habitation. In 
one house there was evidence of damp, but 
there was plenty of light and air in the 
houses he inspected. 

“The inquiry was adjourned until this morn- 
ing.

NARROW ESCAPES. 


AEROPLANE FALLS ON 


ROOF OF HOUSE. 


A D.H. Moth aeroplane, piloted by Mr. 
Percy Bolton Wright, aged 24, of Went 
worth road, Golders Green, London. 
crashed on a house in Whitchurch 
Gardens, Edgware, yesterday afternoon. 
The pilot escaped with slight injuries to 
the face. Both the house and the. aero- 
plane were damaged. 

Mr. D. C. Bowen, who lives in the house 
on which the ’plane fell, said to a Press 
reporter: “‘ My wife was in the house at 
the time. She was in the upper part and 
was getting ready to go out. She heard a 
tremendous crash and rushed out, think. 
ing, as she told me, that the house was 
going to fall down. She was not injured. 

hat happened was that the aeroplane 
smashed in the top gable entirely and 
damaged ‘the roof.’ : 

Mr. Wright, the pilot, who had been 
able to walk to a friend’s house in Whit- 
church Gardens, explained what happened. 

“ I had just come from Stag Lane Aero- 
drome,’’ he said, “when the joy-stick 
became stuck and I was unable to do any- 
thing. Directly underneath me I saw 
tennis courts, and I circled round them 
intending to land, but instead crashed into 
the roof of a house. I am lucky to be 
alive.” 

Miss Newman, who lives opposite the 
house which was struck, eid: “I was 
having lunch when I heard a terrific dron- 
ing sound, and on looking out of the front 
window saw the ueroplane crash into the 
house. I ran outside, thinking the pilot 
must have been killed, but on reaching 
him found that he was suffering from 
shock, and was able to get out of the ’plane 
with my assistance.”’ 

Violet Forteath, aged 13, of Whitchurch 
Gardens, had a narrow eseape. 

‘ I was taking my dog for a walk,’’ she 
said, “when I saw the ‘plane coming 
straight for me. I let the dog go, shut my 
eyes and ran as fast as I could. The 
"plane crashed just beside me. Something 
struck my forehead and I was stunned for 
a moment, I was also struck on the legs.’’ 

She was later examined by a doctor, who 
treated her for cuts.

“ By this time the harbour was chaos, blind.

lighters, wreckage and people floating about 
the harbour, burning débris was flying 
through tha air, and explosions, near and dis- 
tant, could be heard above it all. Hoses had 
been laid and everything of an inflammable 
nature had been removed from the deck, At 
intervals one could get a glimpse through the 
smoke; otherwise we were covered in a thick 
hot pail. 

“ At 2.30 p.m. the wind shifted, the smoke 
cleared a little, and ships could be seen drift- 
ing about the harbour, some with a little 
steam endeavouring to improve their position 
or get out of the harbour. At 3 p.m. we 
malt an attempt to unshackle from the buoy, 
but the ship swung again, head inshore, and 
having no room to manwuvre while in that 
position, stood by for the first favourable oppor- 
tunity. This occurred at 3.30. We left the 
buoy with two burning lighters on the star- 
hoard side and a lighter full of refuyrees 
climbing on board on the port. Our hose sub- 
dued one lighter, and we steered clear of all, 
and eventually anchored in the roads. As we 
came out we saw one of our lighters stand- 
mg on end in the middle of the fairway and 
two lying against the north breakwater light 
house, On anchoring, we were clear of the 
thicker smoke, and as far as one could see 
either way along the coast everywhere was 
fire and havoc. 


THE GLARE OF FIRE, 


““ At 8 p.m. two boats were sent on shore 
for rescue work. Refugees were coming on 
Loard at intervals. Our boats and launch re- 
turned at 11 p.m., and it was reported to 
me that it would be inadvisable to send the 
boats in again that night. By that time we 
had on board, out of the office staff, Mrs. 
Harley, Harley, Lanyon, Nelson, two fore- 
men and several tally clerks, all more or less 
in rags and knocked about a lot. Captain 
Philipsen was in his office when the buildin 
fell forward into the street, taking him ra 
his staff with it. | 

“- At intervals during the night shocks 
could be felt, and the whole sky was lit u 
with the glare of fire on every hand. 
lortunately, the night was calm, or more 
damage, if such were possible, might have 
been done. Oil escaping into the harbour 
had become alight, so those trying to escape 
on the Bund had fire on both sides of them.

He felt that the 
attack made on him at the previous meeting 
was at the instigation of anonymous out- 
siders. 

The Duc de Stacpoole said that, according 
to the order, Dr. O'Higgins was not bound to 
do the inspection.

Blazing Car. 
Girl's Fatal Burns.

SCHOOLMASTER’S plucky action in | 


A rescuing passengers from a blazing 
motor car was referred to at Dundalk 
District Court last night, when Michael 
Gregory, a lorry driver, of Wilville, Carling- 
ford, was charged with the manslaughter of 
Miss Millie Brown, of Millgrange House, 
Gyreenore. 

Miss Brown and her sister were in a motor 
car driven by her brother, which came into 
collision with a heavy lorry driven by 
Gregory. After the accident Mr. Brown's 
car burst into flames, and later Miss Millie 
Brown died in a Dundalk nursing home. Her 
sister and her brother also were badly 
burned. 

Mr. George Lowe, a school teacher in 
Monksland, said that while teaching in his 
school he heard a crash outside. He saw 
the lorry on the roadside, and lying beside 
it was a darkish lump from which fire started 
to come. The fire increased, and he heard a 
scream. Suddenly he saw Miss Ady Brown 
crawling out on. the ground, and then Miss 
Millie Brown put her head out through the 
hood of the car which had fallen down. The 
hood was burning, and the girl’s clothes were 
on fire. He pulled her out and her face was 
burnt. , Witness handed her over to another 
teacher, and then went back to the burning 
ear. Jack Brown appeared inside the hood. 
“He just came through the flames,” said 
Mr. Lowe. “TI could see his clothes and legs 
burning as I pulled him out: We wrapped 
him in an overcoat, rolled him on the ground 
and tried to extinguish the flames. The 
other teacher (Mr. Campbell) cut his boot 
laces (Which were burning) with a knife, and 
we pulled off his clothes and took him to a 
house. The girls were attended by the 
women teachérs. 

Dr. Gill said that he attended Miss Millie 
Brown from the time of the accident until 
her death. She was suffering greatly from 
shock. 

The further hearing of the charge was ad- 
journed. until Saturday.

Seamen Among Front 


Line “ Casualties.”

WATERFORD, Thursday. 


HE plight of Waterford seamen, who 
now. are idle through the tying up 
of” the “Clyde ships, Turkan, and 
Skerries at Waterford port, was discussed at 
the meeting of the Waterford Workers’ 
Council. last night. Twenty-four seamen 
have been idle for some weeks. Owing to 
the inability ‘to receive unemployment insur- 
ance they have been without assistance fo 
themselves.and families. : 

The secretary to the meeting read corres- 
pondence with the Free State Ministry, with 
whom the Workers’ Council had taken up 
the seamen’s case. In his letter to the 
Free State Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, the secretary pointed out that the 
present state of the law did not allow these 
men to contribute to unemployment. .insur- 
ance. They now found themselves virtually 
destitute, and were not receiving one penny 
from any source. They had been advised 
to apply for home assistance, but being 
respectable men, who had worked all their 
lives at sea, and who would be now in regu- 
lar employment but for the economic crisis, 
they were reluctant to make this application. 
The Council looked upon these men as front 
line ‘‘ casualties’ in the economic struggle, 
and felt that a special grant or concession 
should be made to help them to tide over 
the present difficulties, and face the future 
with some prospect for themselves and 
their families, 

The Minister replied, acknowledging the 
receipt of the letter, which, it was stated, 
was receiving consideration. 

The Workers’ Council then took up the 
uestion with Mr. W. Norton, T.D,, Labour 

eader, on whose behalf the national 
organiser replied :—‘‘ I regret to have to in- 
form you that it is impossible to get any- 
thing done in the case of the men at Skerries, 
and Tuskar, as they do not come under the 
Unemployment Insurance Act. The Labour 
Party has been endeavouring for years to get 
a reciprocal arrangement drawn up between 
Great Britain, Northern Ireland, antl the 
Free State, but without success. Until such 
airangement has been come to there will con. 
tinue to be cases of hardship amongst sea- 
men and other waze earners working between 
the countries mentioned.

Girl Killed by Motor Car.

How a girl was killed as she cycled to a 
hurling match at the Free State border was 
described at Dundalk District Court when 
Thomas Bothwell, a well-known County Louth 
farmer, was returned for trial charged with 
the manslaughter of Mary Callan (18), of 
Ravensdale.

The crash came and the girl and her 
bicycle were thrown some distance off. When 
she ran down to lift the girl and ask her if 
she was hurt the girl was unable to speak. 
The girl was removed to the Louth Infirmary, 
but died soon afterwards.

There was also a 
superior lot of hunters on exhibition, weight- 
carriers being regarded by the judges as the 
best they had seen at any provincial show 
this season. The leader in this class was 


Lady Helen. McCalmont’s noted chestnut, 


Handley's Cross. The best of the four-year- 
olds rose to make hunters was Mr. James 
McDonald's Proud Boy, a bay gelding by 
Free from Pridé, dam by Sandstone.. For 
this distinction Mr. Richard Tobin, Kells, Co. 
Kilkenny, was reserve with Rufus, a bay geld- 
ing by Simon Orb, dam by Golden. A select 
lot of hunter brood mares was led by Mr. 
William Phelan’s veteran chestnut, Peace 
Time, by .Mocanna. This fifteen-year-old 
mare has already won eighty first prizes, atid 
her yearling bay filly, Passport, by Steel 
Point, was placed first in her class to-day. 
She has a large number of first prizes to her 
ae already. Irish draught stallions were 


good. 

As probably the largest exhibitor in the 
cattle and other agricultural classes, Mr. A. 
J. Wilsdon had a remarkable series of suc- 
cesses. His shorthorns did well in face of 
strong competition, and his name also figures 
largely in other classes. Mr. Patrick Phelan, 
Rathgormack, Carrick-on-Suir,headed the open 
class for older shorthorn bulls with Coagh 
Double Dairy, the noted roan three-yéar-old 
by Dairy Model, which has accounted for so 
many prizes throughout the country. The 
Dowager Lady Annally carried al! before her 
in the séction for Herefords, of which there 
was a nice tyrnout. 

Sheep and swine made a small display, but 
this was more than compensated: for by the 
fine display of honéy, fruit and other garden 
produce. There was a fajr exhibit of grain, 
but, owing to the stringent conditions im- 
posed on exhibitors, some of the classes did 
not fill. 


A FRUIT CENTRE. 


Hopes of a good display of fruit here were 
not disappointed. The entry was large and 
the sizé. colour and quality’ ef the- fruit 
worthy of such a fruit-growing centre. In 
the Cup class, for the best. collection of 
apples, cooking and déssert, the Dowagér 
Lady Annaly was ‘first, with an exhibit that 
scored 89 out of a possible 100 points. It 
séems, however, that even in this progressive 
county there is still a great deal to be desired 
in preparing fruit for markét. 

Close on S00 exhibits in the poultry classes 
showed how well that section has been organ- 
ised by Miss Hackett, the county instructress 
in poultry-keeping. This was réniarkably 
good, in view of the fact that there were no 
exhibits from Northern Ireland on account 
of the tarifis, Wyandottes were outstanding. 
In addition, Miss Hackett had an educational 
exhibit, in which there waa stagéd a model 
of the National Laying Test at the Munster 
Institute, Cork, and a model of a typical trap 
nesting station. Other features of interest 
here were an Irish-made battery brooder ; 
demonstrations of the value of early and late 
hatched chickens; feéding, poultry diseases 
and their treatment, and housing. 

Mr. D. Humphries arranged a comprehen- 
sive agricultural exhibit, which included 
samples of the fourteen varieties of wheat 
in the grain and in the straw. grown in Co.

DROP IN EMIGRATION, 
nihil 
ONLY 279 IN SIX MONTHS. 


Official figures published in the current 
issue oí (the “Trish Trade Journal ' in 
relation to emigration show that there soon 
will be a compléte stoppage of emigration 
from the Free State to countries out of 
Europe and not within the Mediterranean 
Sea 

For the first six months of the present 
vear the total number of emigrants was only 
279, as compared with 728 in the same period 
of 19351. Almost half of them went to the 
United States, while 34 went to Canada and 
Of to Anstralia. In 1970 the total number 
of emigrants was 15,966: in 1929. 20,802: in 
1928. 74,691; in 1927. 27.148, and in 1925 
and 1926 over 30,000 each year. 

The total number of immigrants of Free 
State nationality ta the the Free State for 
the six months’ period ended June last was 
1,998. as compared with 1,474 in the corres- 
ponging period of 1951. Over 1,200 came 
from the United States. 

During the eight years ended 1951 the 
greatest number of immigrants was in 1951, 
the total being 5,407.

The National Government. 

A very unfortunate clash of loyalties is 
exercising the minds of the Liberal free 
Ministers in Britain's National 
Government. It was thought until lately 
that the famous and much-discussed 
“agreement to differ,’ whatever its short- 
comings constitutionally, had solved all 
such immediate problems. Now the 
possibility—indeed, the probability—that 
on next Wednesday three Ministers will 
resign teaches us that this hope is vain. 
What has happened is clear enough. The 
Executive of the National Liberal Federa- 
tion is under the control of Mr. Lloyd 
George, whose exclusion from the arena 
which he was wont to dominate has 
preyed upon his active, but no longer 
useful, mind. Accordingly determined 
efforts have been made to withdraw the 
Liberal from the National 
Government, the Ottawa 
agreements new leverage 
these efforts were On 
Wednesday Sir Herbert Samuel attended a 
meeting of the Federation’s Executive 
Council to render an account of his 
national stewardship before a frankly 
party caucus—an anomalous position in 
which so able a man as the Home Secretary 
never ought to have allowed himself to 
appear. After he had left, the Executive 
proceeded to adopt a resolution, which im- 
plicitly called the Liberal Ministers to 
resign from the Government and to return 
to the fold of Cobdenite faction. Un- 
happily, it seems that Sir Herbert Samuel 
and his group are likely to obey the

Two Cabinet Ministers—Sir Herbert 
Samuel and Sir Archibald Sinclair—four 
Ministers without Cabinet rank and four 
Whips are the chief actors involved. Their 
final decision will not be made known until 
next Wednesday, when the Cabinet will 
meet to adopt its programme in regard to 
the Ottawa ayreements. If some accom- 
modation can be reached, they will 


not easy to see how Mr. Macdonald and 
the other members of the National Govern- 
ment can make any sufficient concessions 
to their free trade colleagues without grave 
risk to all the fruits of the Ottawa Confer- 
ence. The real difficulty appears to lie 
in the ‘‘permanence”’’ of the proposed 
arrangements. Agreements are for five 
years, and undertakings have been given 
by Britain that certain existing tariffs on 
foreign goods shall not be reduced without 
the consent of the Dominion Governments 
concerned. The attitude of Liberal free 
traders is that the “ agreement. to differ” 
applied to the principle of import duties, 
but that the ‘* permanence ”’ of the Ottawa 
proposals raises a wholly different 
question. Thus the National Liberal 
Executive will countenance the presence of 
Liberal Ministers in a Government which 
is likely to tax imports, but not in a 
Government which taxes them to any 
definite purpose. 

Sir Herbert Samuel will do well to weigh 
certain matters very carefully before he 
decides upon resignation. Even more im- 
portant than the economic point in dispute 
are the several graver and wider issues 
that demand the British Government's 
prompt and undivided attention. A new 
Government of India Bill must be drafted, 
which will be the charter of that Empire’ s 
future progress. Shortly a conference to 
settle the world’s financial relations—the 
legacy of Lausanne—will be held, and ai 
Geneva the Disarmament Conference 1s 
in danger of utter collapse. With regard 
to the Ottawa agreements and their 
‘‘ permanence,’’ Sir Herbert can ask him- 
self with advantage what the . Empire 
would have thought of Britain, if she had 
refused resolutely to make any sacrifice of 
free trade principles on the altar o. 
imperial trade’s development. What, 
moreover, would the Treasury’s position 
be to-day if protective duties were not 
furnishing it with a revenue of £35,000,000 : 
An even weightier consideration ought to 
be Sir Herbert Samuel’s own duty to the 
electorate. With the rarest exceptions the 
constituencies at the general election 
showed that in the prevailing emergency 
they had no faith in the party politician. 
This emergency still exists, and the 
Liberal Executive, if it thinks otherwise, 
is as bad a judge of the signs of the times 
as it has proved itself to be of the nation’s 
wishes. 


Warning from Canada.. 
Free State Labour would do well to con- 
sider the report of the Royal Commission 
on railways and transportation in Canada.

The Commission finds 
that the principal contributory canses of 
transport difficulties are the development 
of the! railways beyond the country’s 
immediate needs; aggressive and uncon- 
trolled competition between the two trans- 


depression ; the competition of other forms 
of transport, notably by road; the 
inejasticity of freight rates; contractual 
arrangements with labour organisations 
which have established rigid wage scales, 
and inflexible labour practices generally. 
In the case of the Canadian National— 
the State-owned system—it blames the 
Government for its assumption of in- 
solvent systems, and condemns “ politica! 
and community pressure on the manage- 
ment, arising from direct Government 
control.” Next, the Commission decides 
against an amalgamation of the two 
systems, on the ground that a monopoly 
of rail transport may be liable to abuse. 
Its conclusions are that the identity of the 
systems ought to be maintained. The 


must be emancipated from political inter- 
ference and community pressure. Duplica- 
tion of services.ought to be avoided. 
Economies must reduce the burdens of the 
Canadian National and check extravagance 
in its operation. Finally, reasonable’ pro- 
tection must be provided for the Canadian 
Pacific against arbitrary action by the 
Canadian National. The tone of these 
findings and conclusions shows clearly 
that nationalisation has been the villain 
of the piece. It is interesting, moreover,

Parish Chronicles. 
The Reverend J. G. Williams, Vicar of 


Henlow, makes an attractive suggestion in 
The Times. Every student of local 
history acknowledges a large debt to the 
parish clergy’ of former centuries, who 
were usually men of leisure and often 
were diligent takers of notes. It was their 
frequent practice to make, in their church 
registers, vestry and account books, 
entries which were not concerned solely 
with baptisms, marriages and burials: 
and to-day many of these casual scraps of 
information are valued as throwing im- 
portant light on the dim past. The prac- 
tice has ceased since the old style of rather 
haphazard registration was replaced by 
the neatly ruled and scheduled books 
which are issued by the Registrars-General 
and others. Of course, there is a great 
gain in orderliness and accuracy, but the 
new system probably involves the loss of 
things that posterity would cherish. Mr. 
Williams proposes that the modern clergy 
and wardéns shall do’something to revive 
the old contribution to parochial 
chronicles. There remains, he says, one 
book—the Register of Services, ordered in 
Canon 52 of the Church of England— 
which the parish clergyman can keep as 
he likes. No authorised form is prescribed 
for it, and, in his own case, Mr. Williams 
has turned it into a fairly detailed record 
of local incidents. A section is headed 
“ Parochial Chronicle,” and, as the 
register is a large book, it will meet the 
needs of Biggleswade, Beds, for another 
fifty years. We think that historians and 
antiquaries will applaud Mr. Williams’s 
plan and will desire its general adoption. 
If all parish clergymen should agree to 
make notes of local doings, their. joiht 
effort would furnish a truly valuable 


interpretation of this century to the next. 
Things that seem now to be unconsidered 
trifles may be found, a hundred years 
hence, to illuminate vital aspects of 
national progress or decay. Much will 
depend, however, upon the parish clergy- 
man’s intelligence and discretion. He is 
no longer the bluff autocrat of former 
times, and notes too personal or too 
critical might involve the parish in un- 
seemly strife. It is related that when a 
ship’s captain wrote in his log, ‘‘ The mate 
was drunk all day,’’ the mate retorted 
with the entry, ‘‘ The captain was sober 
all day.” The proposed parish records 
must not be allowed to perpetuate such 
exchanges. between rector and curate. 


Cheaper Flight. 


Travel by air in England ‘will be cheap 
enough if Mr. FE. Hillman’s experiment is 
a success. This enterprising pioneer of 
air transport declared recently that 
flying could be made to pay at a cost 
to the individual passenger of threepence 
a mile, or of sixpence a mile in the 
case of a chartered machine ‘capable of 
carrying two people with their baggage. 
All the wiseacres immediately argued 
that this rate, which was exactly half the 
fare usually charged, was not economic, 
and that very soon Mr. Hillman would be 
forced to desist from his philanthropic 
activities. It seems, however, that Mr. 
Hillman, whether or not he is philan- 
thropist, must be a good man of business ; 
for he has confuted the prophets to the 
extent that he has ordered a new fleet of 
aircraft and intends to reduce fares still 
further. No doubt, his experience as a 
motor-coach proprietor has stood him in 
good stead. He began his career with one 
coach and increased his scope till he owned 
many; in like manner he initiated the 
flying branch of his business with one aero- 
plane, and to-day has fourteen in use or on 
order, According to the Aeronautical 
Correspondent of the Morning Post, Mr. 
Hillman’s undertakings are causing a good 
deal of excitement at the Air Ministry and 
in civil flying circles. To the public, how- 
ever, they are a hope of good things to 
come.’ If Mr. Hillman’s scheme is a 
success, the ordinary man will be able to 
fly more cheaply than he can travel at 
present by train in a first-class compart- 
ment. Such a fillip to “ air-mindedness °’ 
ought to have valuable effects upon the

MISUNDERSTANDING AT 


ARMS MEETING.

From Recter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Thursday. 


HERE was an incident between Sir 

John Simon and Mr. Henderson at 

the meeting of the Bureau of the Disarma- 
ment Conference this afternoon. 

The meeting had reached the final 
clause of the agenda, dealing with im- 
portant general and political questions, 
but nobody was prepared to speak when 
the chairman threw open the discussion. 

After a painful silence of some minutes 
the British Foreign Secretary said that 
it was not for the Bureau to discuss these 
questions, which more properly belonged 
to the province of the General Commis- 
sion. 

“M. Paul-Boncour (France) agreed, but 
Mr. Henderson said that he was surprised 
to hear it suggested that the Bureau had 
to be told what to discuss or not to 
discuss by its own sub-committee. He 
udded that he would consult the office- 
hearers. of the Bureau, and prepare a 
plan which. he hoped, would ease the 
situation. The meeting adjourned until 
Tuesday. 

Reuter understands that Sir John Simon 
really meant to sav that it was not op- 
portune for the Bureau to discuss these 
questions at the present moment, rather 
than to lay down a hard-and-fast ruling 
to limit the powers of the Bureau. 

Sir John Simon, it is stated, would be 
the last person to dispute the competence 
ef the Bureau to discuss and prepare 
the ground for any political question. 


GERMANS’ ARRIVAL, 


The chief interest in the highly-charged 
international situation will, with the 
arrival here this afternoon of Baron von 
Neurath, the German Foreign Minister, 
be transferred to the conversations which 
will take place behind the scenes, 

It was stated earlier to-day that there 
would be no written reply by Germany 
to Mr. Henderson’s appeal for a recon- 
sideration of her decision to withdraw 
from the Conference, but that Baron von 
Neurath would pay a visit to Mr. 
Henderson, the President of the Con- 
ference, to explain the reasons for Ger- 
many’s action. 

The German Foreign Minister on his 
arrival told Pressmen that he did not 
propose to take any initiative in connec- 
tion with the burning question of Ger- 
many’s claim for equality in the right to 
arm. 

There is no doubt, however, that meet- 
ings will be arranged not only with Mr. 
Henderscn and Sir John Simon, but also 
with the Italian and other delegates. 
Whatever the upshot of these conversa- 
tions, the question of equality will come 
before the Bureau of the Disarmament 
Conference in seme shape or form next 
week.

THE END OF THE 
SEASON. 


AUTUMN IN THE BOTANICAL 
GARDENS. 


By A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The air is rich with the fragrance of roses 
at the Dublin, Botanical Gardens, but’ the 
glory of the roses is nearly gone. Death- 
dealing autumn has descended on the gardens, 
and with the falling of the leaf comes the 
withering of the flowers. 

It. is always. a wonder to me that so few 
people deem it worth the journey, even when 
suminer spreads over the flower beds its 
brightest hues, to travel to Glasnevin to see 
Dublin’s glorious Gardens, but now the 
Gardens are almost completely deserted. The 
end of the season has come, and, like the 
conscientious housewife who gives her home 
a thorough cleaning before going away, the 
staff are indulging in a final clearing up 
before the winter comes. The paths are 
swept, the lawns are cut, and the a ea panes 
of the fern houses and convervatories, which 
know no seasons, are being washed and 
polished. 

Fallen petals, which have tumbled one by 
one from the drooping blossoms, bestrew the 
soil of the flower “ná which have assumed 
an unfamiliariy untidv air. “There is some- 
thing inexpressibly sad about this wreckage 
which, aíter a golden summer, follows upon 
an exceptionally rapid blooming. The only 
remaining patches of neatness are -the 
geometrical carpets which are formed bv the 
beds of cotyledons, in their assortment of 
sizes, with the coldness of their pale green 
colouring warmed by the interspersing growths 
of crassula cooperi. 


THE HERBACEOUS WALK. 

For about nine or ten months out of the 
twelve, some sign of colour is to be found 
along the borders of the Herbaceous Walk, 
for the autumn tulips, which burst into leaf 
during the summer, after the spring tulips 
have gone, come in the autumn with their 
golden flower, and leave the asters behind 
them to keep the gardens alive until 
Christmas. There is plenty of brightness 
even now, with the riotous mixture of scarlet 
dahlias, still in good condition, orange mari- 
golds, and purple asters, alternating with 
blossoms of a dozen different hues, but the 
waning season has cast its blight upon them, 


| and one night of frost would wreak tremendous 


havoc. 

The tall clumps of dahlias still poscnennees 
splendidly over these borders (their magni- 
ficence, incidentally, being the more notable 
in view of the fact that their bulbs were left 
in the soil throughout last winter, instead of 
being taken up and stored), but the long 
stems Of the kniphofla—better known to most 
amateur horticulturists as ‘‘red-hot poker '.— 
are bending with age, while their full-blown 
heads are falling away, and scattering their 
seeds to the four winds. The bees are busy 
gathering the honey from the last of the 
cups, before they, too, shall have gone. 

The end of the season at the ál aes does 
not mean the end of work for the staff. At 
the moment, of course, there is intense acti- 
vity, as there is at the changing of each of 
the seasons of the year; and this activity 
will continue after most of the remaining 
flowers have withered. Not only have the 
beds to be trimmed in readiness for the sow- 
ing that will take place in readiness for the 
ecming ¢f another spring, and advantage 
taken of the absence of visitors to clean and 
tidy the walks, but there is much to be done 
In the nurseries, 

_ No sooner will the flowers have completely 
ueparted than spades will be at work turning 
the bulbs out of the ground, in order that 
they may be stored during the winter months, 
to be replanted when the sunshine comes 
again. Seeds have also to be gathered from 
hundreds of sere and crackling ovaries. 
Though the life of the individual plant is 
short, the work of the garden always goes on.

Geneva and the Empire. 


The British Empire contributes no 
smalier sum to the budget of the League 
of Nations than £2,880,000, and it is now 
recognised in Government circles that 
there must be economy in this direction, 
as in others. Sir Edward Hylton Young 
and Captain Eden, who are among the 
British delegates at Geneva, have received 
instructions that they are to act in ac- 
cordance with this view. The movement 
will be approved warmly: here if it goes 
sufficiently far. The British Empire, 
paying 26 per cent. of the cost of the 
administration at Geneva, is the largest 
single contributor—and that at a time 
whem economies in social services and ad- 
ministrative activity of the highest im- 
portance to the public welfare must be 
exercised almost without discrimination. 
Public opinion is strongly in favour of 
similar application to expenditure . at 
Geneva. 


The Report on Manchuria. 


The Lytton Report on Manchuria is ex- 
pected at Geneva within the next few 
days, but it hardly will be distributed to 
members of the League before October 
9th, since the printing will require about 
a fortnight. The report will be issued in 
Geneva, Tokyo and Shanghai _ simu!- 
taneously, and will embody a summary 
in English and French. It will be pre- 
sented formally to the Council of the 
League, but an immediate debate is un 
likely, in view of the Japanese Govern 
ment’s request that discussions shall be 
deferred until the report has been ex- 
amined, so that a special delegate ma} 
be sent to Geneva with full authority 
to express the Japanese view. 


War Against Bandits. 


I mentioned a few days ago that Scotland 
Yard was making great preparations to 
deal with the bandit menace. Superin 
tendent Horwell and Superintendent 
Hambrook, who are members of the so- 
called “ Big Five,” have been giving much 
attention to a series of wireless experiments 
which, it is hoped, may give useful assist- 
ance against the bandits. These exper! 
ments as yet are in a very early stage, but 
the idea behind them is that every London 
policeman shall be provided with equip- 
ment which will enable him to receive 
wireless instructions and information from 
headquarters. A difficulty which has to 
be overcome is that London has many big 
buildings, but Scotland Yard hopes to 
defeat this obstacle. The Home Office ts 
not concerned with the possibility of the 
adoption of these wireless sets, and it wil! 
not be consulted until success has been 
achieved, when the successful method will 
be submitted for approval to the Home 
Secretary. The experiments, conducted 
at a place in the country, dealt.with in 
structions about imaginary motor bandits 
and the mobile police officers received 
timed messages, which enabled them to 
rush off at great speed to selected points 
In some cases the messages proved in 
accurate, and it is related that out of a 
large number of instructions which wer 
given about half proved satisfactory.

The World 'a Gold. 


It is interesting to notice that the pro 
duction of gold is increasing in al! 
countries where deposits exist, and that 
there is less apprehension of a gold 
shortage than there was a short time ago. 
Returns from the Transvaal for August 
show a “ record ” output, and so far this 
year Transvaal gold has amounted to 
7,657,764 ozs., as compared with 7,189,154 
ozs. for the same period last year. Canada, 
now the second largest producer in tlie 
world, also shows a ‘‘ record ” output. 
Her production for this year is 1,500,000 
ozs., against 1,267,000 ozs. for the first

‘BUS ACCIDENT IN 
COUNTY DUBLIN. 


SEVERAL PASSENGERS 
INJURED.

Five women passengers and the driver 
and conductor of a 'bus, the property of 
the Great Northern Railway Company, 
had a fortunate escape from serious 
injury when the ’bus mounted a ditch, 
ran aiong for several yards and then over- 
turned near Finglas, Co. Dublin, last 
night. 

One of the women, Miss Elizabeth 
McCluskey, of 57 Lower Mount street, was 
suspended from the floor of the over- 
turned 'bus for over an hour before she 
could be released.

LYTTON REPORT. 


The Lytton Report on Manchuria was re- 
ceived to-day by the League of Nations. 
The English version is complete, but the 
French translation. although in an 
advanced stage, requires further time and 
revision. 

Japan “ would not hesitate a minute ”’ 
to withdraw from the League of Nations 
if she were “ compelled to do so’’ by the 
nature of the Lytton Report, declared Mr. 
Hiroshi Saito, the Japanese Chargé 
d’Affaires in Washington. 

Japan had nothing to fear, he added, if 
the Lytton Commission saw the facts as 
they were. 

Mr. Saito, who was formerly Counsellor 
to the Japanese Embassy in London, has 
arrived in New York from Washington to 
act for the Ambasador, Mr. Kateuji 
Debuchi, during his leave. 

A hint that the newly-established State 
of Manchu-kuo will refuse to. recognise 
rights and interests acquired previously 
to Manchu-kuo’s independence of those 
States declining to recognise the new 
régime, is contained in a statement by 
the Manchu-kuo Foreign Minister re- 
ported by the Changchun Correspondent 
of the Asaht. 

Alluding to this statement, Manchu-kuo 
will shortly ask the Powers to accord 
recognition to the new State within the 
next six months, and if any of them 
refuses to do so Manchu-kuo will refuse 
to recognise their previously acquired 
rights and interests. 

On the other hand, despatches from the 
Changchun Correspondent of the semi- 
official Rengo Agency indicate that this 
MS in the Asahi is unfounded. 

Janchu-kuo, aceording to this Agency, 
is at present engaged in drafting a com- 
mercial treaty which it hopes to negotiate 
with the Powers, and is planning large- 
scale operations against the bandits as 
soon as winter sets in. This action is 
being taken as meaning that Manchu-kuo 
as gor the necessity of removing the 
bandit menace for the purpose of en- 
suring the safety in Manchu-kuo of the 
life and property of foreigners, so as to 
earn the conndence of the Powers.

A number of men assembled on Isling- 
ton square, apparently with the intention 
of holding an open-air meeting. Thirty 
police constables on duty informed the 
men that they would not be allowed to 
assemble, and they prevailed on the men 
to disperse. 

Five minutes later a thousand people; 
assembled in Langsdale street, off Isling- 
ton square, became hostile in their atti- 
tude, and police reinforcements arrived on 
motor-cycle combinations. 

These machines, carrying from four to 
half-a-dozen policemen each, were ridden 
along Langsdale street four abreast, and 
when they got to the outskirts of the 
crowd the constables dismounted. 

They were met by a fusillade of missiles. 
Several young men received injuries to the 
legs as the result of baton charges. 

Among the missiles thrown at the police 
were pots, sticks and iron bars. 

The crowd scattered right and left down 
side streets as the constables, dismount- 
ing from the motor cycles, charged into 
them. Policemen on motor cycles went 
through street after street breaking up 
any groups they came across. 

None of the demonstrators were taken 
to hospital, and no arrests were made. 

Mothers dashed out of houses and 
hurriedly picked up their children and 
rushed them into the house out of the 
way of the fleeing crowd. 

Shopkeepers last night boarded up their 
windows and removed the goods. Hundreds 
thronged the streets in the disturbed 
area, but police on foot and motor cycles 
endeavoured to keep them on the move.

THE EXTENT OF THE 
MARKET. 


The extent of the market for Irish cattle 
can be judged from the above figures, the 
total of which for the whole of 1931 is less 
by at Jeast 80,000 than the total exports 
of Free State cattle for the first five 
months of the present year. 

The same story is told in regard to the 
imports of pigs into Belgium and Ger- 
many. In 1931 the former country im- 
ported 14,832 live pigs, nearly all of which 
came from the Netherlands. This number 
has been already exceeded this year. 
Germany imported 79,506 live pigs in 
1931, mainly from Lithuania. This year 
a considerable reduction has taken place 
already in the number imported. 


FAT PIG EXPORTS. 


The number of fat pigs exported alive 
from Ireland to Great Britain and the 
Isle of Man for the quarter ended June 
last was 51,695, and for the twelve months 
ended June 388,759. Where is the 
alternative market to be found on the 
ape for such a huge exportation as 
this 

In regard to bacon, hams, butter and 
eggs, it would appear that the main 
European countries -e.g., Germany and 
France—are more than adequately sup- 
plied by the highly organised agricultural 
countries surrounding them, and that the 
opportunities for Free State exporters of 
these commodities are virtually nil, 
having regard to the rate of exchange 
handicap and the tariff walls which are 
gradually rising up to protect the home 
markets against the foreigner. 


UNION TO _ RESIST 
FAY “CUTS.” 


PROTEST AT ACTION 
OF GOVERNMENT. 


RESOLUTION strongly protesting 

against the action of the Govern- 
ment in setting up a Committee of Inquiry 
to consider the question of imposing 
reductions in the wages of the Post Office 
staff was passed at a meeting of the 
National Executive of the Post Office 
Workers’ Union, in Dublin, last night. 
The utterly inadequate wages paid to 
Post Office workers, the resolution con- 
tinued, did not enable them to maintain 
a decent standard of living or adequately 
remunerate them 
responsible duties they performed. 

In an interview after the meeting, Mr. 
William Norton, T.D., General Secretary 
of the Union. said it was difficult to 
imagine that the Government should first 
decide not to cut the pay of officers below 
the basic maximum of £201 per annum 
and should now remit to a committee the 
question cf considering the imposition ct 
reductions in the case of the lower grade 
workers. So far as the Post Office staff 
were concerned, thé present wages wero 
utterly inadeguate and they had been 
agitating for years for an increase. It 
was inconceivable that in these circum- 
stances the Government should contem- 
plate further reductions. “Any efforts 
to impose a reduction,’ said Mr. Norton. 
“will be resisted by the Union with all 
the resources at its command. 

“ In 1926 Mr. Blythe admitted that the 
wages of the Post Office staff were low and 
could not bear any further reduction, be 
cause then wages had become lower by 
reason of the fall of the cost of living 
bonus. If wages could not bear a reduc- 
tion in 1926, then the question ~f 
imposing a ‘cut’ on lesser wages to-day 
is something utterly unjustified.”

When the Prince of Wales, who is to 
open the British Exhibition on Saturday, 
landed here this evening he was accorded 
a right royal welcome, although his visit 
is to a large extent a private one. Vast 
crowds lining the streets cheered the air 
liner conveying the Prince’s party as it 
passed over the city accompanied by “ó 
other 'planes, and at the air port the 
Prince was received by Crown Prince 
Frederik of Denmark, the British Minister 
(Sir Thomas Hohler). Prince Valdemar 
(the King’s uncle), Princes Axel, Erik 
and Viggo, and the British Legation staff. 

After receiving a delirous welcome from 
the people of Copenhagen the Prince uf 
Wales drove with the Crown Prince to the 
Palace of Amalienborg, the ancient 
residence of the Kings of Denmark. _ 

The Prince dined quietly at Amalien- 
borg with the Danish Royal Family. His 
Royal Highness looked tired on arrival, 
and, doubtless, appreciated the quiet 
family evening after the long flight from

THE RAILWAYS OF 
CANADA. 


—— @-- -— 


In a leading article The Times observes : 
The report of the Canadian Railway Com- 
mission is a highly important document, 
which deserves to be studied by a far 
wider circle than those who are directly 
interested in the transport problems of the 
Dominion. Not only does it deal with 
the most tenacious of all the political and 
economic problems of Canada, but it 
contains many useful lessons in the 
economics of railway transport which will 
be of interest to those who in almost 
every country in the globe are being faced 
with similar difficulties. In their 
diagnosis of the difficulties from ‘which 
the Canadian rai!ways are suffering the 
Commission point to several factors quite 
outside the general trade depression and 
the increased competition of road trans- 
port which have gravely afflicted the earn- 
ings of the railways all over the worid. 
Among the conditions specially mentioned 
as contributory causes are the over- 
development of railways beyond the 
immediate needs of the country, the 
aggressive and uncontrolled competition 
between the two great. trans-continental 


the contractual arrangements with Labour 
organisations which have established rigid 
wage scales and inflexible Labour practices 
in general. In addition to these factors 
the report draws ‘attention to certain 
special disabilities affecting the Canadian 
National Railway which arise out of its 
positon as a Government-owned concern. 
The solution proposed by the Commis- 
sion to this peculiarly difficult problem 
does not lie, as might have been expected 
from the experience of other countries, 
in the direction of an amalgamation of 
the competing systems, proceeds The Times. 
After considering the idea of a complete 
merger, either under public or under 
private ownership, the Commission unani- 
mously decided against the creation of rail- 
way monopoly. They likewise rejected a 
scheme for leasing the Canadian National 
Railway, which has recently been running 
at a big loss, to the Canadian Pacific Com- 
pany. The decision to maintain the 
separate existence of the two systems will 
almost certainly meet with the approval! of 
the Canadian public; for though the 
Dominion has not yet grown up to its 
present railway equipment, the possibilities 
of expansion are still enormous, and the 
day may well come when the existence of 
both systems will be economically justified. 
Having thus rejected the more drastic 
remedy the Commission propose, neverthe. 
less, a number of far-reaching measures, 
designed chiefly to attain three objects— 
the elimination of wasteful competition, 
the reduction of extravagant expenditure 
on the Canadian National system, and the 
emancipation of the National Railway from 
political control. To this end the Commis- 
sion recommended that a Board of three 
trustees should be appointed to take the 
lace of the .existing directorate of the 
Canadian National Railway, the chief 
neste officer being appointed by, and 
responsible .to, the trustees and not 
directly to the Federal Parliament, . 
“Until the full text of the report: which 
is to be submitted to the Canadian Parlia- 
ment.on October. 6th, has been. published

W ITH every hour that passes the posi- 
tion of Mrs. Pawley and Mr. 
Corkran, who have now been for over a 
fortnight the captives of Chinese bandits, 
becomes more desperate. 

Poignant appeals for help were received 
to-day from them, sent by courier from 
the retreat in the fastnesses of the wild 
hill country in which the bandits are 
hiding while awaiting the response to 
their demand for an enormous ransom. 

The one ray of hope is that every effort 
is being made by all concerned to negotiate 
the reiease of the captives. 


SECRET ACTIVITIES.

‘The British Legation takes the view 
that undue publicity about the communt- 
cations which have now been imitiated 
with the bandits may prejudice the suc- 
cess of the negotiations for the release ul 
the captives.’’ For this reason, it is not 
possible to give any details of the latest 
developments in the negotiations. 

An almost despairing appeal for rescue 
was received to-day by Dr. Walter 
Phillips, the father of Mrs. Pawley, who 
is a Belfastman. It gives an idea of the 
appalling conditions under which they 
ure kept prisoners. 

In this letter, which was brought back 
by one of Dr. Phillips’s servants, Mrs. 
Pawley says:— 

“Get us out as soon as possible. 
They are going to cut off our ears, and 
I rather want to keep mine 

“For God's sake be quick. We 
have a week to live before we are shot. 
These fellows are really serious. Í am 
filthy, and I long for a bath.” 


JASH ESSENTIAL. 


Mr.’ Charles Corkran, a son of General 
Sir Charles Corkran, who is Mrs. 
Pawley’s companion in captivity, also 
succeeded in sending the following 
message :'— 

“ Your chits and clothes are to hand. 
Offers from the local General are of no 
earthly use. These blokes want money. 
They are telling Mafoo (the groom who 
brought the letter) how much and how 
to bring it. If cash isn’t forthcoming 
within four days you will receive our 
ears as a reminder, and later our corpses. 

‘ Although Tinko (Mrs. Pawley) has 
been, and is, wonderfully brave and 
cheery, she cannot stand this sort of 
thing for ever. We've done nothing but 
eat and sleep for a week, and are bored 
stiff and filthy dirty. Hope we shall be 
seeing you soon. We are both fit and are 
well treated.”’ 

The letters were accompanied by a fur- 
ther message from the bandits, in which 
they demanded extortionate terms for the 
release of the captives.

IMPRESSIONS OF OTTAWA 
CONFERENCE. 

“ T am sorry if the Liberals do not agree 

because 


reached an agreement which every 
patriotic citizen will support,’’ said Lord 
Hailsham, who, with Sir Philip Cunliffe- 
Lister, landed at Southampton last night 
on the arrival of the liner Empress of 
Britain from Quebec. 

Lord Hailsham, discussing the pos- 
sibility of Liberal Ministers resigning. 
said that he would be extremely sorry if 
the disagreement led to such a course ; for 
there was still a great deal of useful work 
for the National Government to do. 

“While I have been on holiday in 
Canada after the Conference,” he said, “I 
found that the Ottawa agreement had been 
taken out of party politics in Canada, and 
it was receiving national approval.” 

Ottawa had given a lead to the World 
Economic Conference by reducing tariffs, 
by reducing trade barriers and regulating 
supplies. 

‘© Tf the World Economic Conference can 
follow on these tines, they will do a lot to 
supplement what has already been done 
at Ottawa.”’ 

Lord Hailsham said that three facts 
emerged from their deliberations at the 
Conference. They reached a most com- 
plete agreement throughout the whole 
Empire for closer trade; they established 
the principles of making tariffs a reason- 
able instrument for protection, and they 
had done something towards dealing 
effectively with commodity prices.

i CRITICAL examination of the Free 


State Government’s milling proposals 

is supplied by Mr. E, J. Cussen, Secre- 

tary of the Cork*Farmers’ Union. He states :— 
‘The Minister for Agriculture last week 
notified his intention to make compulsory the 
admixture of 20 per cent, of home-grown 
cereals in all maize milled in the Saorstat; 
that he proposed to prohibit the sale of maize 
te any mills not complying with the re- 
quirements, and that pending legislation, he 
was about to make an Order which would 
license maize only to mills which would pur- 
chase and mill 10 per cent. of home-grown 
cereals, with the concession that the millin 
only of the 10 “per cent. would be sufficien 
during the period of the Order, whereas after 
the bill was enacted, milling and admixture 


of 20 per cent. of home-grown cereals would 


be obligatory. 

“T understand,” says Mr. Cussen, “' that 
the millers- at their meeting informed the 
Minister that the proposals were unworkable, 
and it may be categorically stated that 99 
per cent. of the whole Saorstat milling trade 
confirms that view: In face oí that fact 
alone. it is inexplicable that the Minister 
should proceed further with proposals that 
are regarded as unworkable by those who 
are most closely connected with the business. 


ANALYSIS OF PROPOSALS. 

“Phe Grain Tribunal made an exhaustive 
inquiry into these proposals during 1929- 
1931, and unanimously rejected them as being 
impracticable, costly, and of no real merit 
as far as the development of the economic 
resources of the country was concerned. Ina de. 
tailed report of the Tribunal, it is stated that 
‘the real impetus behind the proposals came 
from the barley-growing districts,’ and in re- 
lation to the as of the farmers of the 
Saorstat, the group concerned were not vitally 
sienificant. The Tribunal further stated that 
‘oat-growers as such, constituting as they do 
the vast majority of the grain-growers of the 
country, have made no serious demend for 
the adoption of the admixture proposals,’ and 
even if the scheme were introduced, the 
Tribunal says that ‘it is impracticable to 
suggest any scheme for the administration of 
i law based on admixture’ which would not 
‘impose a burden of cost altogether dispro- 
portionate to the end to be attained.’ ” 


INCREASED COSTS. 

The Tribunal report shows conclusively that 
if these proposals were put into operation 
during the years 1926-27 to 1929-30, inclusive, 
that ‘‘ceasumers would have lost over 
£380,000," whilst growers would have “re- 
ceived in the aggregate £258,000 extra for the 
grain sold for admixture purposes,’ and as 
these figures déalt only with oats raw grain 
"the position would have been still worse ” 
if barley was taken into account. 

The Tribunal shows that, in addition to the 
foregoins loss to consumers, there would arise 
other charges which would have to be met. 
An extra charge of 3s. per ton would arise 
in the buying of home-grown cereals, whilst 
kiln-drying would add a further Ss. per ton 
and the substantial loss of 74 per cent. of the 
price of the green grain would arise from 
shrinkage. As is known, all home-grown 
grains contain high moisture tontents. Then 
mills would have to accumulate stocks in the 
harvest market season and provide storage 
over the whole period nntil the next season 
opened. The Tribunal considered that 7s. 11d. 
per ton wou!d be approximately the cost in- 
volved for storage. In this regard it must 
be pointed out that but few of the mills are 
equipped to store or kiln-dry home-grown 
grain Hence, considerable capital outlay 
would be necessary in most of them, and 
the report indicates the costs arising from 
interest on the increased capita’. 

The milling experts before the Tribunal 
pointed out that the great majority of the 
Saorstat mills could not mill home-grown 
cereals, and the Tribunal says, “ We are 
satisfied that oats could not be ground to the 
fineness of maize meal by the ordinary disc 
machines, except at a prohibitive cost.” This 
point is of the greatest importance, as if 
these proposals are put into force every 
small mill, including most co-operative 
societies’ mills in the country, will be put 
out of commission, 

The Tribunal was of opinion that the extra 
power costs would, at a conservative esti- 
mate, be around 4s, 6d. per ton, and that 
the cost of power for grinding oats would be 
four times the cost of that for maize. 


AGGREGATE COSTS. 

Without taking into account the serious 
Josses which may arise from the qualities of 
the various classes of home-grown cereals 
(the Tribunal based its figures on “' best 
white oats’ and “ good feeding barley ’’), 
and without taking into account any 
‘‘ losses from impurities’’ or the relative 
costs of transport of home-grown cereals to 


the mills, the Tribunal showed that, price- | 


differences would mean increased costs in 
the finished product, approximating to 
£1 15s, per ton. 

The cost of carriage (not figured out by 
the Tribunal) is. a very serious one. The 
Tribunal indicated the seriousness of the mat- 
ter, and said that the relative costs of trans- 
port to —the mills of home-grown 
cereals ‘‘might, in practice, prove a 
considerable burden.’’ That it will 
add an enormous charge to the cost 
is certain in nearly all the big milling areas, 
like Munster and Connaught, and, in fact, 
everywhere except in the four chief grain- 
growing counties. 


POSITION AS REGARDS 
MUNSTER. 

For Munster the proposa!s will mean the 
most intolerable charges upon the feeders and 
farmers. Munster uses over twice as much 
maize as the whole of the rest of the country. 
The figures are as follows :—

This is the very minimum cost, and, if the 
costs of administration, transport, etc., be 
added, the proposals would entail a total of 
about £600,000 in increased costs to farmers 
and breeders. 


SPECIAL CONSIDERATIONS. 


The Tribunal showed that it would be well- 
nigh impossible to check the adniixture. Is 
the pig industry of the country to be supplied 
with meals whose content cannot be checked ? 
Are the farmers of all areas outside the grain 
growing counties going to stand for a 
scheme which will imperil their valuable pig 
breeding industry by making production 
much more costly’? Are they to accept a 
scheme which, in the case of those who grow 
their own grain, will make it compulsory for 
them to undergo the cost of transferring that 
to the miller to re-purchase it in a maize ad- 
mixture ” 

Are the many mills purchased by farmers 
at considerable cost to go derelict because 
milling will, under the proposals, be confined 
to the registered mi'lers? Will feeders have 
to buy their foodstuffs from hand-to-mouth, 
as there will be the danger of rancidity and 
fermentation in the mixed meals if stored for 
any length of time’ Must the industrious 
pig feeders of the country he exploited to 
provide a market for those farmers who lack 
the enterprise to utilise the grain grown by 
themselves ? 

Irish farmers engaged in the feeding of pi 
and other live stock have to compete in the 
sule of their products with the farmers of 
every country in the world. It is of primary 
importance to them that the basic raw ma- 
terials of their industry should be procurable

CATTLE. 


DUBLIN ‘MARKET 
RETURNS. 


PRICES RULED BY. 


SUPPLY. 


HERE were 405 fewer beasts in the Dub- 
I lin Cattle Market yesterday than on 
the previous Thursday. ‘There were 
1,666 fewer sheep, and a decrease of 4 in 
the number of milch cows. There were ó 
more veal calves, and 88 more pigs. The total 
numbers penned were: . 5,544 
sheep, 7 veal calves, 300 milch cows and 
772 pigs. | 
There was a fall of about 1s. per cwt. in 
the price of cattle, and the opinion was ex- 
pressed by sellers that the decrease m the 
number of cattle offered for sale prevented a 
further fall in prices. Although there was not 
a clearance of animals, the number left un- 
sold was not so large as might have been 
expected, the percentage remaining being 
estimated at hetween ten and fifteen. 
Bullocks and heifers sold at 26s. to Zs. 
er cwt., and 29s. to 30s. was got for prime 
ndy-weight heifers. There was a slightly 
better trade in lambs, which ranged in price 
from 10s. to 25s. per head, the latter price 
being for extra good quality, and the trade 
virtually was confined to the home market. 
The demand for ewes was bad, and many 
were unsold. 


PIG PRICES. 


There was a better demand for hoggets, 
but prices were no higher, remaining at 
about two guineas each. Heavy pigs were 
difficult to dispose of, but a fair trade was 
found for lighter pigs for butchering, the 
ruling prices being 45s. to 48s. per cwt. 

Heavy heifers, although good, were al- 
most unsaleable. and rough heifers and 
rough bullocks found a very slow sale, There 
was a certain amount of steadiness m the 
sale of prime quality cattle, and buyers were 
able to purchase at lower prices. 

Buyers from Lancashire and other cross- 
Channel centres attended, but did not do a 
heavy business. One salesman stated that 
he had sold more cattle to these buyers than 
he did last week, while snother salesman 
said that he sold Jess. ‘‘ A slow, dragging 
sale ’’ was how a salesmaster described busi- 
ness. Medium cattle, he said, he sold at 23s. 
to 2bs., and prime, medium and heavy- 
weight bullocks and heifers at 26s. to 28s. 
Fat cows were a very had trade, and a large 
number remainéd over at noon. 

Some bullocks were bought at prices rang- 
ing from 20s. to 26s. per cwt., and a lot of 
good cattle at about 27s. 6d. per cwt. These 
were purchased by an Irish cattle trader, and 
it was stated that they were intended for 
Belgium. It was later learned that about 100 
cattle had been shipped from Dublin direct 
to Antwerp by a steamer leaving in the 


evening.

It is stated that, with the purchases 
yesterday by Belgian dealers, the Belgian 
quota. for the prese-t month is exhausted, 
and conséquently no further exports to 
Belgium will be made until next month.

INDIAN PROBLEMS.

SELF-GOVERNMENT AND 
CHRISTIANITY. 


The Dean of Christ Church presided at a 
meeting of the Indian Mission of Fellowship, 
hell in the Christian Institute, Dun 
Laoghaire, last night. 

Mr. P. 0. Philip, one of the stcretaries of 
the Natioval Christian movement in India, 
sail that the problems in India were more or 
less similar to those which confronted Western 
nations—secularism and materialism. In India 
those who lived their lives as Christ would 
havs them do were respected by high and 
low. ‘There was growing to-day in India a 
nationalism, a love for country, : d an 
attitude which was inclined to set up the 
State as supreme. Il any in their land offered 
nationalism as the one real religion, which 
demanded ‘their all, and for which they were 
prépared to make any sacrilicé, evén unto 
death. That was their problem, and was not 
very different from that which Western 
countries were faced with. ‘They believed that 
for all this growing materialism there was 
but one solution—to make the way of Christ 
known and to live His way uncompromisingly. 

The Rev. Ralla Ram said that all he ceuld 
say, when asked as to the progress of 
Christianity in India, was that they could 
see the breaking of the day. India was going 
to have self-government, and she would like 
her place among the nations of the earth. 
In that day he believed there would be a 
fresh victory for Christ. Though he was 
more interested in the affairs of the Kingdom 
of God, he did hope that India would come 
to its own politically. They would have 
a great work to do in the reconstructing of 
the land, and he knew that the Western 
countries would not let India down. When 
the forces of Indian intellect were brought 
into the Christian Church they would see 
Christ’s message énlarged and made plain 
to the millions in India.

NORTHERN IRELAND 
REPORT. 


According to a preliminary statement show- 
ing the acreage under the principal variettes 
of potatoes in Northern Ireland in 1952, there 
was an increase of 7,585 acres or 5.7 per cent. 
in the area planted ih 1932 as compared with 
the previous year. In England and Wales 
the potato area has increased by 56,900 acres, 
or 16.7 per cent., and in Scotiand by 18,000 
acres, or 14,1. per cent. In the Irish Free 
State it is estimated that an increase of 2,000 
acres, or O:7 per cent., has occurred in the 
area planted. 

Of the total area (141,788 acres) planted 
with potatoés in Northern Ireland, 107,017 
acres, or 76 per cent., were under varieties 
immune to black scab or wart disease, as 
compared with 98,755 acres, or almost 74 per 
cent., in 1931 

As will be observed from the following 
table, the percentage of the total area planted 
with immune varieties has increased jn each 
year since 1923 :— |

UNIVERSITY FUNDS 
THEFT. 


SEVEN-YEAR SENTENCE 
ON DYING LAWYER. 


+> -— 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
WINNIPEG, Thursday, 


John A. Machray, sixty-seven years of age. 
for long a respected lawyer and custodian of 
the trust funds of the University. of Manitoba 
and the funds of the Anglican Diocese oí 
Rupert's Land, pleaded guilty at the Police 
Court here to-day to the theft of 901,000 
dollars (£180,200 at par) from the University 
funds, and also to the theft. of 60,000 dollars 
(£12,000) from his former .aw partner, Mr. 
Heber Archibald, and was sentenced to seven 
years’ penal serviture on each charge. 

Machray bas prebably only a few months 
to live, as he is suffering from cancer. 

The auditor’s report showed the gradual! 
cisappearapce of the trust funds over a long 
period of years. 

In respect of the other trust funds, the 
report shows that 502,000 doliars were owing 
to the Church of England, and that 152,000 
dollars. were. owing to St. John's. College. 
The cash assets of Machray’s firm are only 
600 dollars. | 

As bursar of the University, Machray con- 
trolled all the trust and endowment funds. 
Lhese were handied through the investment 
firm of Machray, Charpe, which yesterday 
was declaten bankrupt. 

The whole tale of the disappearance of the 
funds told in Court was a surprising one, 
and it has not yet been revealed where all 
the money eventually went. 

Machray’s counsel said that, in pleading 
guilty to the charges of theft, his client was 
not admitting theft im the ordinary sense of 
the word, because he personally received ro 
benefit from the investment transactions. But 
under the criminal code he was liable to the 
charge of theft because the specific purposes 
for which the trust moneys had been received 
had not been adhered to, although there was 
no criminal intent, 

The Court held that any appeal for leniency 
must go to the Federal Minister of Justice. 
and the prisoner was removed to jail, |

WEAKNESS OF GERMANY’S 
EASTERN; FRONT.

His eighty-four years notwithstanding, 
President von Hindenburg was up at dawn 
this morning to attend the German Army 
manceuvres, and was enthusiastically 
cheered both by the troops and onlookers 
as he drove to Frankfort-am-Oder to giv: 
his professional verdict on the result. 

The final stages of the manceuvres were 
based on a plan pre-supposing the in- 
vasion of Germany by a well-equipped 
army from the east. The scheme ended 
with the invaders piercing the lines of 
defence, and thus opening the way to 
Berlin. 

By this result the Army Command 
desired to demonstrate the inadequacy o! 
the German defences, especially towards 
the Polish front. The equipment of the 
hostile army included a number’ of 
dummy tanks, which made short work of 
the defenders, who were’armed strictly in 
accordance with the terms of the Versailles 
Treaty, ani were unable to stem the 
onslaught from the east.

PROTEST 


LANGUAGE MOVEMENT 


NOT SUPPORTED. 
—— 


As the meeting of the head branch of 
the Gaelic League in Dublin the 
Government was freely criticised for its 
alleged lack of support of the movement 
for the revival and spread of the Irish 
language. The Government officials were 
referred to as “ an Anglicising influence.”’ 

Mr. Cormac’ Breathnach, T.D., among 
other things, said that about seventy per 
cent. of the teaching of Trish in the schools 
was almost, useless, as it was not effective 
in making Irish speakers of the children. 
There Were, he said, complaints concern- 
ing the teaching in the schools, and the 
Department of Education, although it 
promised to do so, had given no lead in the 
matter, nor had it produced any book by 
which children could be taught two 
languages. He believed that the Minister 
for Education understood the situation 
and was anxious to improve it.. Most of 
the teachers were doing their work well, 
but what was most required was the back- 
ing of the Government, in order to arrive 
at. the most efficient system of inducing 
the children to speak the language outside 
the schools and in their own homes, The 
big things that were expected from the 
Government, he said, had not yet made 
their appearance, and, perhaps, if a move 
were not made soon, the Gaels would hold 
public meetings by which to put forward 
their views of the inaction of the Govern- 
ment, Letters in English were being sent 
from thé Education Department to 
teachers in the Gaeltacht. 

Mr. Sean Q Ruadhain said that the only 
persons who spoke English in parts of 
Connemara were the members of the Civic 
Guard ‘and persons in Government posi- 
tions, thus propagating English in the 
Gaeltacht while the Government were try- 
ing to revive the Irish language. 

Mr.. Peadar O'Donnell said that the 
Gaels were disappointed at the situation 
of the language, and complained that the 
present Government were doing no better 
than their predecessors. He hoped that. 
no Irish writer would have anything to do 
with the proposed Irish Academy of 
Letters,

It is learned that Prince Michael will 
stav with his mother at the hotel the 
whole time he is in London, but how leng 
this will be has not yet been decided. 

‘*Prince Michael is here purely to see 
his mother,” the Chargé d’Affaires told a 
Press reporter. ‘‘ How long he will stay 
depends on Princess Helena. 

“There is no truth whatever in the 
suggestion that Prince Michael may go to 
an English public school.

The reason of the report being obtained 
from an official of the County Court was that 
the case in which Brightman was concerned 
did not finish until 7 o'clock at night, and 
the next morning the reporter obtained a 
report of the case. 

he Judge, addressing the jury, said that 
the newspaper had a perfect right to give a 
report of proceedings ion a judicial Court 
providing the réport was a fair and accurate 
one, Naturally newspapers could not give 
in detail the whole of the case, because they 
had other uses than to report cases at a 
County Court, especially when they were 
small ones. 

The jury, after a quarter of an hour's 


deliberation, found in favour of the defend- 


ants, with costs. They expressed the view 
that.the report was concise and accurate.

INCREASE IN FREE 
STATE'S POPULATION. 


MARRIAGE, BIRTH AND DEATH 
RATES LOWER. 


The quarterly return of the births, 
marriages, and deaths for the Irish Fr- Xtate, 
published last night, show that the marriage 
rate, 4.5 per 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion, for the second quartér of 1932, baced on 
5,181 marriages registered, is 0.3 below the 
average for the corresponding quarter of the 
previous ten years. in Northern Ireland the 
marriag® rate for the fourth cuarter of 1931 
was 5.0; in England and Wales 6.3; and in 
Scotland 6.3. 

The birth rate [cr the samc period—19.9 
per 1,000 (represented by 14,758 births)—was 
1.4 below the average for the same quarter of 
the previous ten years. In Dublin City the 
rate per 1.000 was 26.4; Dun Laoghaire, 17.4; 
Cork, 22.7; Limerick, 28.9: and \Vaterford 
26.0. ‘Lhe rate for Northe:. Ireland during 
this quarter was 21.0; England and Wales, 
16.6; and Scotland, 20.0, ‘he birth rate for 
Belfast “as 22.8; Londonderry, 27.7; London, 
15.5; Glasgow, 22.5; and for Edinburgh 10.2.

A POOR MAN’S GAME.

HENRY THE EIGHTH AND 
“ HOUSE,” 

(BEFORE MR. HANNAN,) á 
When Peter Ward, butcher, 54 Mountjoy 
square, was summoned for having allowed a 
room at the Gardiner Hall, 48 Lowor 
Gardiner street, to be used for the playing 
of ‘‘house,”” an unlawful game, Mr. 
O'Donovan (State Solicitor’s. office), who 
prosecuted, said that 600 men were found 
playing the game—‘‘ Enough,’ he remarked, 
‘to build the Tower of Babel, not to speak 
of a “house ' ”’ 

Sergeant McCarthy said that while he was 
there ‘‘ house ” was called, and a man named 
Peter Geraghty, of Lower Gardiner street, 
was paid £3. Out of that sum Geraghty 
placed 6d. in each of ten boxes set up in 
the hal! in aid of various charitable institu- 
tions, and he also gave 2s. to Maurice -Ward 
for conducting the game. 

Ward was summoned for assisting in the 
playing of the game. 

Ir. J. Vincent Brady, solicitor for the 
defence, said that the facts were admitted, 
and they knew that the game was illegal, 
although opinions might differ as to the 
moralities of the game. There were many 
other illegal games, but no one was ever 
rosecuted for carrying on whist drives or 
or playing bridge for high stakes. '' House ” 
was the poor man’s favourite amusement, 
and poor men insisted on playing it. The 
numbers found playing it showed that it was 
very popular. In the case of the Gardiner 
Hall a great deal of the profits went to 
charity, and he submitted receipts showing 
that they had recently paid £21 12s. ld. in 
that way to deserving institutions. He did 
not know why the State persisted in 
prosecuting poor men for playing “ House,”’ 
on which the players spent a penny a game, 
while men could go a few doors off and put 
their whole week’s wages on a horse and 
have nothing said to them. There. was 
nothing like enormous gambling about 
'“house,” and poor men must have some 
harmless amusement. In addition to con- 
tributing to charity, the game in Gardiner 
Hall was often used to assist unemployed 
men. If the game were stopped cad men 
were forced out of the room they might go 
in for politics, which might not be so good 
for the State. 

Mr. O'Donovan said that the police had 
been receiving numerous complaints from 
wives that their husbands were losing money 
at the game and staying out too late at 
night. 

{r. Brady retorted that wives also com- 
plained about their husbands losing too much 
money on horse betting. ' 

the Justice said that he would have to 
convict, and asked for the records of the 
defendants. 

Sergeant McCarthy said that Maurice Ward 
had been convicted on several previous: occa- 
sions, having been fined £5 twice and £3 
and £2 at other times. There was no pre- 
vious 'eonviction against Peter Ward 

The Justice said that prosecution after pro- 
secution had been ineffective in stopping this 
game, and there must be something more 
than what would amount t> an illegal tax on 
an illegal game. There must be a fine 
sufficient to deter the playing of it. 

Mr. Brady said that only for the foresight 
of Henry the Eighth the game would never 
» have been made illegal. It was one of his 
Statutes that made it illegal. 

Peter Ward was fined £3 and Maurice 
Ward £10. Two months were allowed for 
the payment of the fines, and the Justice said 
that, in case of a repetition of the offence, 
the fines would bo much heavier.

Docks Board yesterday—Mr. Walter 

Baird presiding—a letter which had 
been sent by the Board in reply to a 
communication received from the Transport 
and Marine Branch of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce in regard to tonnage 
dues was read. 

This letter stated that at present vessels 
arriving trom a foreign or colonial port are 
charged dues at 93d. per ton, and vessels 
arriving cvastwise or from a British port are 
charged 5d. per ton. 

In the case, however, of a vessel arriving 
from a foreign or colonial port, and dis- 
charging only such an amount of cargo as 
is less than 50 per cent. of the register 
tonnage of such vessel, only half tonnage dues 
are charged. 

lt might be explained that the difference 
in the rates levied, which is provided for in 
the Board’s Acts, was attributable to the 
fact that Dublin, in common with all con- 
siderable ports, had had to expend large 
sums of money in providing accommodation 
for foreign vessels. which are, of course, of 
greater ft wave than the _ coastwise, and 
require Ceeper berthage and mc.e extensive 
facilities for discharging 

Actually the Soard had, within the past 
twelve years, expended close on £160,000 to 
prov de additional deep water accommodation. 
So far as the Board was aware, the practice 

differentiating between the two classes of 
vessels was universal at all large ports, and 
was explainable for the same reason as that 
given above. 

The letter added that, in the event of it 
being decided that any alteration should be 
made in the existing dues, the procedure for 
that purpose was laid down by the Acts 
relating the Boar’, and involved the sum- 
moning «. a number of meetings of the Board. 
No variation could, therefore, take effect 
until after the expiration of a minimum period 
of sixty-six days from the date at which the 
Board decided that a variation should be 
made.

A NEW TUG. 


Mr. James Larkin called attention to a 
report from the Harbour Master, mentioned 
in the minutes of tne Finance Committee, 
submitting an estimate from the Dublin Dock- 
yard Company for the building of a new tug 
boat, similar to the Board’s Foremost 42, 
and letters from Messrs. James, Dredging, 
Towage and Transp.rt Co., Ltd., offering. to 
sell the: new tug boat Foremost 84, and 
stating the allowance they were prepared to 
make for the Board’s tug Majestic. 

The Government, suggested Mr. Larkin, 
should be waited on with a view to obtaining 
assistance to have a tug built in the port of 
Dublin. If the tug were built in Dubliny 
the workers there would have the advantage 
of the wages earned, and the local shop- 
keepers and others would have a share of the 
expenditure. 

Mr. Hewat said that they must buy as 
reasonably and as cheaply as possible. ‘The 
proposal was that te Gover-ment should 
subsidise shipbuilding. If the Government 
subsidised that Board, they must subsidise 
other Boards, and any subsidy would fall as 
a charge on the taxpayer or on somebody.
